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‘Tne first chapter of the Corean affair 
may now be cousidered closed. The 





| American expedition bas tried to open 


up communication and, failed,; and has 
eft the Coreans again isola- 
tiou, jast as the French did: four years 
previously. Doubtless there is rojoic. 
1g at Seoul, and the Government is 
congratulating itself on another victory. 
France repulsed, America repulsed ; 
and the traditional policy upheld. This, 
we may be sure, is the view that will 
be taken in Corea, and very probably 
in China also; and foreign prestige, that 
delicate political barometer in the Bast, 
will fall. 

The real fuct is thatuboth. French 
and Americans went to Corea under a 
misconception. The former under- 
valued their enemy, and committed, 
theongh the mouth of M, Belfonet, the 
mistake of uttering threats which they 
were unprepared to oxecnte. ‘They 
went with the distinct warlike par- 
pose to compel the Corean Government 
to atone for the massacro of Christians 
in 1867. But they went with an inade- 
quate force, and after riniataining them- 
selves some tifno in the country, had to 
retire without accomplishing their pur- 
pose. The Imperial Government did 
not see fit to follow up tho actio 
of Admiral Roze, by an oxpedition 
which should ensure success; and the 
Coreans, though they had been worsted 
in each caso of coll wero 
left with the general conviction of 
success, inasmuch as theic invaders had 
withdrawn, The Americans, ou the 
conteary, went with i distinctly pacific 
object. They desired to ne 
treaty of commerce if possible, but 
wonld have been content ivish an sigree- 
ment to protect shipwrecked seamon. 
-| Knowing, however, the exclusive policy 

of the country, they shonld have antici- 
pated the probability of collision, and 
from this point of view they committed 
the same mistake as the French, of 
going with an inadequate aud uusuit- 
able force. We cannot afford to incur 
the risk of failaro with Asiatics ; 
their success will be always overesti- 
mated, because the measnre of onr 
powor is unknown. Foreigners know 
fall well that, if France or Amorica 
choose to pnt forth their strength, they 
would crash Coren like a piece of 
paper ; bnt the Coreans do not know 
and even Chinese statesmen know 
it imperfectly. There was therefore a 
second element to be taken into consi- 
doration in the present case. Not only, 
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was communication with Corea worth 
having ? but, was it worth the expense 
and trouble of securing a any cost ? 
It was not enongir to say—it is worth 
the experiment, if the force on the spot 
will suffice. Such an enterprise should 
be entered upon with the resolve 
to carry it through if the first at- 
tempt fail, or should be left alone 
altogether ; and we hope the Govern- 
ment and people of the United States 
will take this viow of the case, and 
will complete the work begun. The 
value of intercourse with Corea is 
an unknown quantity. It may or it 
may not turn out to be worth the tron- 
Dle of achievement. ‘There may be a 
Jarge field for commerce hidden within 
the inhospitable seas and mountains by 
which this peculiar country is envirou- 
ed ; or the population may be too sparse 
and poor to bezome extensive dealers, 
The miueral resources attributed to 
Corea may alone prove to be an im- 
portant clement of commerce. Our 
Knowledge is too imperfect to eunble 
us to form an accurate judgment. But 
the importance of opening up the coun- 
try, now that an attempt has been made, 
is greater than the actual commercial re- 
sulls to be anticipated. It is necessary to 
keep up ourrprestige ainong peoples very 
ignorant of the real military strength 
of Western nations, and too imper- 
fectly civilived to bo relied upon, unless 
the apprebension of punishment be 
always present to restrain them from 
hostile action. Au attack upon Eng- 
lisbmen in France such as that made 
upon Freuchmen in Tientsin would 
never occur. 
outbreaks is always present in Eastern 
countries, and is more or less remote, 
according as the prospect of reprisal is 
more or less vividly bofore the Asiatic 
eye. Obviously, then, anything which 
-tends to weaken the estimate of 
Western strength, is a danger to For- 
eigners. 

For these reasons, we hold that the 
duty lies upon the United States, of 
carrying through the enterprise. which 
it has begun. Tho American people 
are too likely to rest satisfied with 
having beaten the Coreans at the point 
where they were attacked, and to con- 
sider that, having come out of the col- 
lision with credit, they may retire with 
the balance of success on their side, 
and without any obligation to press 
their enterprise to its termination. For 
the reasons we have given, this argu- 
ment would be mistaken. The Coreans 
will altogether. ignore their defeat at 
Kanghoa ; will look only to the result— 
the withdrawal of the intruders; and, 
from this point of view, will consider 
they have been again successful. We 
doubt not that Mr, Low will place the 
matter in this light before the Washing- 
ton Cabinet ; and enable it to explain 
the arriére question involved, to the 
American people.

Summary of Hews. 


‘The French mail of June 9th arrived on 
the 23rd. 

‘The English mail of June 16th left Hong- 
kong on the 25th, and is expected here 
to-morrow. 

A telegram of the 11th July says -— 
The Lords have decided to reject the 
Army Bill. M. Thiers had promised the 
Pope a good reception if he came to France. 
The Catholics in New York threaten to 
attack the Protestants. There is to be a 
Procession on Wednesday, and serious dis- 
turbances are expected. ‘The French have 
Paid the Prussians 500 millions. The 

jermans are evacuating French Territory. 
Tema that Me Fah wil represeitt 
America_at the eo to be held at 
Geneva for adjusting the Alabama claims. 
Ghunghov was about to leave Verses for 

Paris. The remains of the Archbishop of 
Paris have been buried in Notre Dame. 
The law exiling the Orleanist Princes, has 
eon abrogated, they promising not to 
take their seats yet, in the National Assem- 
bly, nor do anything to cause political ex- 
citement. Admiral’ Pothuan proposes a 
reduction of 54 ships and 15,500 men in 
the French Navy. It is expected that 
£15,000 a year will be asked for Prince 
Arthur, who has attained his majority. An 
interview (we presume of China merchants) 
with Lord Granville, on the subject of the 
Chinese despatch, was to take place on the 
10th June. Mr. Fortescue has said in 
Parliament that the Customs have no right 
to prevent the importat spuric 
if duty is paid on it. Mr. Wi 
Maitland recommends that a Committee 
be appointed to proceed to China, to en- 
quire into the opium cultivation. 

The Straits Times mentions the arrival 
at Singapore of the steamer Emblchope 
(from Foochow) on the 5th July; the Van- 
quart (Shanghai), and Tehihatchof? (Han- 
kow) on the 7th, and the Ticeed (Canton), 
on the 9th July. The British ship Glenaron, 
830 tons, Captain Henderson, from Car- 
diff for’ Shanghai with, coals, es, been 

xed near Pulo Liat, in Gaspar Straits, 
‘The homeward mail leaves to-morrow, 
by the P. & O. steamer Malacca, 

The following ships have arrived during 
the fortnight: Jurgen, Hamburg ; Red Deer, 
James Wilson, Aron, Cardiff; Tartar, 
Swan River; Great Northern s. s., Lon- 
don ; Lulu, Puget Sound ; Priam, Liv 
pool; Island City, Ellen Levis, Sydney.

‘The last number of Le Noweelliste con- 
tains reports of two sittings of the Finance 
Committee of the French Municipal Coun- 
cil, on the 17th June, and the 12th 
July instant. The tax on native boats car- 
rying bricks and other cargo of little value, 
was reduced to 100 cash. ‘The reorganisa- 
tion of the tax-system was discussed. ‘The 
Committee also considered that the land- 
it be advantageously reassessed, 
and desired to be furnished witha sketch 
plan of the settlement. The loss on the 
exchange of bad cash, rupees and half 
dollars has severely exercised the Com- 
mittee, who resolved that the shrofis be 
ordered to take only first class cash at the 
exchange of 1,200 to the dollar, and 
rupees and half dollars at the rate of $0.45. 
‘It was further decided that one inember 
of the Committee should check, every 
month, the cash and the books of the

It is feared that the losses by tho late 
typhoon in Japan are not all counted up 
yet, and that they will be found to include 
some out at sea. Anxiety is folt regarding 
the American schooner Rolling Wave, which 
left for Shanghai a short time before the 
typhoon occurred, and is now some thirty 
days out. 

Tho Chinese, yesterday, had a current 
rumour of riots having occurred at Can- 
ton, but this must of course be a mistake, 
as we should have had telegrams. We 
only mention the report, to show. how 
alive they are to what is going on in the 
South, 

The country-people have been praying 
for rain for some time, and spending a lot 
of money in dragon processions, to pro- 
pitiate the god. A storm happened on 
Monday, and was of course looked upon as 
a direct result of their prayers, instead of 
a natural incident after a number of hot 
days. 

Dr. Henderson, as Municipal Health 
Officer, has drawn up a concise memoran- 
dum op sunstroke, for the guidance more 
especially of masters of ships lying in the 
nut which may give useful informa- 
tion to newcomers, on shore. We reprint 
it elsewhere, for the benefit of our readers 
at the outports. 

The two Chinese and one Japanese, 
saved from the Nunanu, were again brought 
up at the Mixed Court, on Monday. The 
Chiksien, the sub-prefect Chen, the Japa- 
nese Consul, and a N.-German assessor 
were on the bench. The Captain of the 
brig was sufficiently recovered from the 
injuries inflicted on him by his mhtinons: 
crew to be present, but was only able to 
say that, when he went on deck, he had 
seen the two Chinese prisoners with some- 
thing in their hands, and could not iden- 
tify them as among his assailants. ‘The 
men themselves stoutly denied everything, 
though; when first examined separately 
and searchingly, they had made very suffi- 
cient confessions: They have now been 
removed to the city, where their further 
prosecution will be before the Toatai. The 
Japanese is remanded for punishment, on 
account of his guilty knowledge of the 
plot. 

A Cutsroo correspondent writes that the 
heat has been very great for the last ten 
days ; the thermometer marking over 40°, 
daily. 

‘Tiestsix seems to be suffering from a 
practical illustration of the old adaye.that 
it never rains but it pours. Usually, the 
complaint is, want of rain; and failure of 
the crops is constantly apprehended from 
this cause. “Now, the whole country is 
flooded, and the crops are threatened” 
from excess of water. ‘The four men ar- 
rested for the murder of the Russians last 
year have been released. 

The water is 5 feet below the level of the 
Bund at Haxxow, and 12 feet below the 
highest level of last year. Residents hope, 
therefore, to escape a flood this year, and 
anticipate a large trade in imports, in con- 
sequence. There havebeenlargesettlements 
of tea during the fortnight, as well as large 
shipments to Shanghai on native account. 
Messrs. Gordon Bros’. circular says :— 
« Arrivals from all districts are larger than 








last season, but the increase is most ap- 
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parent in Seangtam kinds, the teas brought 
to market of late being the worst ever 
known at this time of year. ‘They are said 
to cost Tis. 10 per picul here, and as long 
as teamen succeed in obtaining our present 
quotations or Tis. 17 in Shanghai, there 
will be comparatively no end to supplies 
from this quarter. Looking at the quality 
of teas settled during the fortnight, prices 
paid shew little or no change on last mail’s 
rates, although a lower tael cost has been 
established for all kinds.” The Rose of 
Australia cleared for Melbourne on the 
Oth instant, with 333, 849 Ibs. of tea. 

‘The Foocrow Chamber of Cominiérce Re- 
port says there has again been an active 
business in all descriptions of congou. 
Supplies appear to be regulated by the 
demand ; and the Teamen, ‘by feeling 
the market, have succeeded in establishing 
an advance. The settlements during the 
week ended 22nd inst. had amounted 
to 29,134 chests, against 29,530 chests 
arrived. The following ships are in har- 
vour, loading :—For London—Duke of 
Abercorn, Her Majesty, Lakloo, Wm. Rit- 
son, and Lauderdale. For New York—Eme, 
(full). For Boston—Mataccu, (under des- 
patch), For Australia—Englebert, Albion, 
Clara Sayers, Wild Wave, Figaro, and 
Tranquebar. ForNew Zealand—Amphitrite, 
and Bonnie Dunkeld. Freights to London, 
which had declined to £2, have advanced 
to £3; to Australia, nominally the same 
rate. 

The China Mail gives interesting news 
rogarding the state of affairs at Far- 
SHAN, andtrauslations of some of the pro- 
clamations which have been’ creating the 
excitement. One of them reads very much 
like the effusion of a Chinese doctor who 
has been disgusted at seoing his patients 
cured by foreigners, after he had him- 
self failed. Others offer $50 for a live 
foreigner, $10 for a dead one, and $30 
for a live convert. The Mandarins are 
said to be doing their best to main- 
tain order, but seem to be doubtful of 
their powur, and want to resign. ‘The 
literati and gentry refuse to co-operate with 
them, aud the military commandant com- 
plains that his force of 500 mon will be quite 
lost in a city of 400,000 inhabitants, -if 
riots break’ out. 

‘The agitators are said to be extend- 
ing their operations to Cantox, where 
the all-important “evil genius” mixture 
has become, not the staple medicine, but 
the staple food for gossip amongst the shop- 

_ keeping citizens of the provincial capital. 
One proclamation was torn down the other 
day, from a wall in the city, which is, as a 
politic precaution, much less gross and less 
inflammatory in its tone than its compeers 
of Fatshan. But still there the imaginative 
poison has found its way, and what harm 
it will do, if left alone, no one can tell. 

‘The Duily Press makes the rather stact- 
ling suggestion thata Custom House should 
be established in Hoxcxoxe, duties levied 
on the same scale as at the treaty ports, 
and the net proceeds handed over to the 
Chinese, to induce them to leave off col- 
lecting duties surreptitiously. ‘The free 
port theory, it argues, is very good in the 
abstract ; but, as a matter of fact, Hong- 
Kong never has been a free port, because the 




















Chinese contrive, one way ot another, to tax 
every junk that leaves it. Would it 
not be better to recognise the fact and 
reduce the exactions to a definite shape? 
‘There is some plausibility in this idea; 
but the further question suggests itself, 
whether the squeezes would not go on 
as actively as ever, even if it were car- 
ried out. ‘The arguments pro and con 
are precisely the same as they were in 
regard to Sir R. Aleock’s proposal to make 
the transit duties 5 per cent. We suspect 
it is better for Hongkong to go on as it 
has been going, and fight, the squeezes as 
vigorously as it can. Thehalf-yearly mect- 
ing of shareholders inthe Hongkong, Canton 
‘and Macao Steamboat Company was held 
on the 17th inst. The accounts, after 
paying outgoings of every description to 
the 30th Juno, adding interest on current 
account and deposit notes, and including 
$2,212.98 brought forward from last state- 
ment, show a profit of $127,158.04, distri- 
buted as follows :—$70,000 to the credit of 
Depreciation and Reserve Fund ; a divi- 
dend on the paid up capital at the rate of 
sixteen per cent. per annum, viz. $43,000; 
$2,500 directors’ remuneration, and 
$6,658.04 carried to new account. Mr. 
G. F. Weller was elected a director in room 
of Mr. G. F. Heard. A claim was brox 
in the Supreme Court, before Justice 
Smale, by Kwok-a-sii, the hero of the 
extradition case, against the hon. Ju- 
lian Pauncefote, Attorney-General, to 
recover the sum of $500 or $2,400 for 
contravention of the provisions of the 
Hateas Corpus Act. His Lordship, in 
closing his charge proposed to- the jury 
two questions, viz., (I) whether the plain- 
tiff was discharged on habeas corpus, and 
re-arrested as alleyed in the declaration ; 
(2) whether, if so, this was done knowingly 
by the defendant. The jury found fur the 
plaintiff on the first question, and for the 
defendant (by 4 to 3) on the second, which 
was entered as a verdict for the defendant. 

‘The China Mail hears that all the Chinese 
gunboats have left Macao, and the threa- 
tened trouble seems to be over :—The Cus- 
toms stations are to be established on the 
mainland of China, , some five miles out- 
side Macao, but the inhabitants are still 
on the qui rive, not on account of the 
Mandarins, but for fear of au outbreak 
in the garrison. Governor Souza has 
issued an official notification, intimating 
n very clear terms that he will make 
an example of any one found. disturb- 
ng the public peace. Some clandest 
meetings have been convened, but when 
the police arrived the birds had flown. 
We publish elsewhere the existing con- 
vention between China and Portugal. It is 
rather remarkable that, during 300 years of 
intercourse, and of residence at Macao, no 
more elaborate document should ever have 
been executed ; but the paper is a treaty, 
such as it is; and a recent attempt by the 
Customs to ignore Portugal as a treaty 
power, seems to us strangely mistaken. 
We also publish the text of a treaty 
which was actually negociated by Go- 
yernor Guimaras in 1862; but which 
has never been ratified. The existing 
convention was signed in 1845, under the 
shadow of the English successes in the 
previous year. 




















The only news of interest we find in 
Hioco papers is that the little steamer 
Faust arrived safely on the 22nd from 
Shanghai, after a run of only three days 
and six hours. She is to ply between 
Hiogo and Osaka. 

Stycarors papers contain accounts of 
sharp action against pirates by H. M. ships 
Rinaldo and Pluto. The latter vessel first 
went up the Salengore river to try to bring 
off the Malay rajahs of the district, but her 
boats were fired on, and several men badly 
wounded. The Rinaldo in the meantime 
had been lying outside, on account of the 
shallowness of theriver. ‘The Pluto retired 
after a sharp action, and as the expedition 
had unaccountably started without a duc- 
tor, took the wounded back to Singapore. 
Subsequently the Iinaldo and Pluto re- 
turned with some troops taken from Pe- 
nang and Singapore, and demolished the 
forts, spiked the guns, and burned the 
town of Salengore, which was a regular nest 
of pirates. ‘The forts held out for some 
four or five hours, firing with remarkable 
precision. The two forts motinted no less 
than 88 guns, many of them being “32- 
pounders. Of the Rinaldu’s men wounded, 
fone who was shot through the lungs, has 
since died. An artilleryman from Penang 
was poisoned by drinking water which the 
‘Malays had poisoned before leaving, and 
died the next day, being buried at. sea, 
The Rinaldo Inboured at a great dis- 
advantage, being high and dry at low 
water, with only one foot of water around 
her and lay thus oyer night. Fortunately, 
the bed of the rjver was soft mud, so that 
she Jay easy and retained her equilibrium. 
Had she beon attacked during the night 
while helplessly aground, the affair might 
indeed have proved serious for her, and 
the Malays might have given her a hard 
fight. But they evidently lacked the cour- 
age, and she remained undisturbed.

‘THE DISTURBANCES AT FATSHAN. 
Jusr as we were soothing ourselves 
with the belief that China was quiet, 
news of a disturbing character reaches 


us from the South. It is rather pro-| 


voking to have to turn one’s attention 
from the Home papers, aud their topics 
of absorbing interest, to such degraded 
and besotted folly as the rumours cir- 
culated by Chinese literati ; but painful 
asit isto lay down a graphic picture 
of the burning Louvre or the marvel- 
lous cross-cxaminations in the ‘Tich- 
bourne case, aud to take up # stupid 
story about “little pills” and “evil 
spirit powder,” we do well to consider 
the matter which lies nearest lo us, as 
bitter exporionce proves that we dare 
uot afford to treat these subjects with 
the contempt they so richly mer 

It is the old story witl ious, 
for tho anti-forcign party in China are 
sadly destitute of invention. Like the 
managers who cater fur the taste of an 
East end audience, they know that ct 
tain well worn expedients never fail to 
bring down the house ; and su they do 
not tax their ingenuity to invent new 
situations, or fresh dramatic effects. 
It is necessary for the villain of the 
pieco to be a recreant of the blackest 
dye. Plenty of cork on his face and 
red paint ov his lauds, are all that are 
needed to bring down the bravoes of the 
mob audience ; so there is uo uced to 
make him tall sense or lay plots with 
intelligenco. Iu like manner, in China, 
“any stick will do to beat a dog,” and 
80 any falschood will do to fasten ou a 
foreigner. There is no attention paid 
to trath or to probability. Nothing 
can be more incoherent than the stories 
told all over the country, about the ne- 
farious practices of the Christians. 
They are as inconsistent aud absurd as 
the accusations brought by Hopkins 
the witcb-finder against the bedridden 
women of Lancashire; still they serve 
the purpose of their circulators, aud 
tend to fan the flame of illwill between 
the native heathen and the European 
priests and their converts. 

‘We must beware and not regard the 
news from the City of Rams as unim- 
portant, because much of it is ridiculous 
and puerile. We have ceased to place 
any credit in spells, amulets, charms, 
talismans and philtres. Every now 
and then we meet with some man of 
culture and intelligence, like Mr. Julian 
Charles Young, who has an evident 
Dolief in ghost stories; but men subject 
to these pecaliar hallucinations are not 
often to be found, and even in fiction 
we rather object to the introduction of 
supernatural machinery. Amongst the 
Chinese, enlightened as they are in 
many respects, the belief in occult arcs 
is very prevalent. Tho stories circu- 
lated at Tientsin, and the proclamations 
which were placarded in this Settle- 
ment about ‘Trinity Church, in the au- 
tumn of 1869, prove this. In spite of 
the philosophic elevation of his creed, 
the Chinaman is a bondslave to super= 
stitions to which a peasant even in the 
Middle Ages would have been ashamed 
to bow. He believes in geuii, in dos 
mons, in incantations, in diablerie of all 
kinds, Even the high officials are not 
ashamed to introduce the subject of 











Feng-shney into their proclamations and 
public documents. Indeed we must 
conclude that the superstitions connect 
ed with the varions forms of geomaney 
are articles of the national creed, and 
are honestly and truly believed. Still, 
| with regard to the “evil spirit pow- 
der,” &., we suspect that malice 
prompts many of the tales that are 
spread abroad, and that the 
owingly diffu . 
ity of which they are themselves con- 
vinced, in order to promote ill-feeling 
and to set the popular mind against the 
Western men and the Western faith. 
The tales are so hackneyed, and the 
pretences so slender, that we se 
believe able and acute men, howsoever 
pedantic they may be, would place 
nee in them. It is diflizalt of 
course to speak positively, as an ill 
brood of consequences be expecl- 
ed from the union of ignorance and 
malignity. 

Before us, however 
comfortable acards ave posted 
about accusing foreigners of filthy prac- 
tices, similar no doubt to those att 
buted to them iu the “ Death-Islow to 
Corrapt Doctrine ;” appeals are made 
for the heads of foreigners at the mo- 
derate sums of $200 and even $50 each, 
and the cited to destroy 
the pels. We furth 
learn that the abusive tone of the city 
mob is beginuing to show ilself towards 
the converts, and that some of the 
foreign Missionaries have been treated 
with supercilions insolence. In fuct, there 
are the seeds of “a very pretty quarrel,” 
and we shall watch with auxiety for 
the news that the noxt few steamers 
will bring. We must of course make 
allowauce for exaggerations. Already, a 
number of amplifications of the tacts 
we are in possession of, have been dif 
fased wbout the Settlement. We hope 
all may continue quiet; but if mal 
ters do take a cross turn, we shall not 
be surprised.

AMOY AND FORMOSA, 


Covoxes Le Gespne, the United States 
Consul for Amoy and Formosa, has set 
an example, daring his tenure of office, 
which we wonld like to sce followed 
by other Amerivan Consuls. ‘The ac- 
tive steps taken by him some foar 
ago, after the wreck of the Iéver ou the 
south coast of Foi are fami 
our readers ; and it is creditable both 
to him and to the savage {ribos in- 
habiting those regions, that (he stipu- 
lations then made seem to have been pi 
tically attended to.

years. ‘They, on the other hand, allege 
that squeczes amounting sometimes to 
80% of the vulue of the goods have 
been exacted; and that itvis exactions 
like this Inter which hav 
tinguished the trade, native and foreign, 
ofa port once showing symplomsof a ra- 
pid rise in importance. We suspect that 
Consul Le Gendre has only learnt the 
amouut charged at one barrier, or alonss 
one route; it is the continual repetition 
of such taxes which really renders trade 
impossible except within narrow limits, 
Consul Lo Gendre, however, leaves a 
loophole of escape ; the taxes tabulated 
are those imposed by Government ; 
those extorted by local mandarins are 
only hinted at, in a note stating “It 
is impossible to get at the amount of 
squeezes exacted from Chinese mer- 
chants carrying goods from or to treaty 
ports for exportation, as the sums vary 
according to the circumstances of the 
merchants, what accommodation they 
require from the subaltern officers, or 
of the latter ab the time.” 
Now, herein lies the pith of the matter. 
A table which confines itself to strictly 
Jogal (?) taxes on goods passiug to and 
i a will bear but a slight 
ance to one which would state 
the actual levies In some cases it 
would represent an amount of taxation 
which the.comparative price of goods 
at the two extremities of a journey 
would not bear out, while in others it 
would fall notoriously below the actual 
mark, It is the irregularity and the 
cumulative nature of the exactions 
which have the most baneful effect ; and 
it is the opportunity which the transit 
pass system alfords of gelting rid of 
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these which has rendered it, wherever 
its proper carrying out was insisted on, 
so beneficial to commerce. As we have 
above stated, the statistics, awing to 
the delay in their publication have, for 
vesidents in China, but a second 
terest. ‘he same eannot however be 
said of Consul Le Gendie's description 
of the island of Formosa, to which we 
intend to allude in a future number.

Travels of a Pioneer of Commerce: By T. 


YT. Cooren, London: 

Albemarle Street, 1871. 
‘Wee left Mr. Cooper at’ Bathang, where he 
found the Mandarins strongly prejudiced 
against him, through a well meant but in- 
discreet demand for him, by the French 
Missionaries, of free quarters. Knowing 
that such a requisition was altogether out 
of character with his position as a mer- 
chant, he declined the honor; and his 
wisdom was made apparent, next doy, by 
the mollified attitude of the oficials. ‘The 
‘Thibetan mandarins were the first to make 
advanees ; and with these Mr. Cooper soon 
became inthnate. ‘They assured him that, 
xo far as the Bathang authorities were con- 
cerned, there would be no opposition 
offered to prosecuting his journey ; but, 
they felt sure he would be stopped further 
on, by the influence of the lamas. 

Apart from: the anxiety regarding his 
future movements, Mr. Cooper's stay i 
Bathang appears to have beon rather en- 
joyable. In’a place so remote, the man- 
darins seem to have dropped their official 
reserve, and to have proved themsclves as 
fond of the good things of life as ordinary 
Dinners, breakfasts, horse races 

amd dissipation generally hold a very large 
place in the author’s journal, Take for 
instance the following account of a supper 
with ‘ang, an officer of the Chitese com- 
missariat department. 

“Tt so happened that, according to the 
internal economy of our hotel, every lodger 
‘was obliged to cook for himself. Philip so 
far had acted as chef de citisine for me, and 
offered his services to ‘Tang. He, however, 
would not hear of it, and assured me with 
a wink, and expressive clongation of his 
comical face, that he knew how to cook, 
and that I should have such a supper as 
wonld surpass anything on this side of 
Chen-tu-foo. 
kitchen, where the Thibetan inmates of the 
house showed, by the profound respect 
with which they treated my companion, 
that he had fully impressed them with a 
sense of his wonderful importance. He 
had ordered the materials for his supper, 
and fowls, pork, and yogetables were 
all ready to undergo a transmosrification 
into savoury messes wmnder his skilful touch. 
‘The three Thibetan women and a boy were 
engaged at their evening meal of butter, 
tea, and tsanba, but they all flew about 
with great alacrity to minister to the wants 

_ of fang, who, with the skirts of his long

sleeves rolled up, and spectacles nicely ba- 

Innced on the tip of his nose, solemnly and 

majestically brandished his knife, and set 

to work.

this strange character, and listened to his 
dissertation on the art of cooking, I could 
almost faney that the ghost of Soyer had 
visited ‘Thibet in the person of Tang ; and, 
indeed, the fellow dwelt with such’ force 
on good eating, that, in spite of myself, T 
grew awfully hungry, and my mouth 
watered as I watched the progress of our 
supper, which, when served up, proved 
worthy of his encomiums, and we sat until 
alate hour.” 

‘Tang’s heart, in fact opened under the 
influence of the good cheer, until he vowed 
that he would himself escort our traveller 
to Lhassa; and so many libations of sam- 
shu were drunk to the suecess of the jour- 
ney, that Tang fell dowustairs on leaving, 
and damaged his eye badly, against the 
door-post. 

At last, to cut short intrigues, and to test 
the real purpose of the officials, Mr. Cooper 
gave out his intention of starting forLhassa, 
ina day or two. He anticipated that this 
would bring matters to a head; and, believ- 
ing from whathe heard that his going thither 
would be opposed, he hoped to be able, by 
apparently yielding to the Mandarins? wish 
in this respect, to gain his object of going 
by Zyul to Sudya, asa compromise. All 
fell out as he anticipated. ‘The chief local 
Mandarin, who had hitherto kept aloof 
on the plea of sickness, suddenly recovered, 
and paid a most friendly visit, which was 
followed by other interviews in which the 
real trouble became pretty well apparent. 
On the one side was the treaty right to 
travel, and the Szechuen Viceroy’s passport 
in recognition of it; on tho other, throats 
and declarations from Lhasa that the tra. 
yeller should be prevented vi et armis 
from availing himself of the privilege in 
‘Thibetan territory. If Mr. Cooper went 
on, there would be a row in Thibet ; if he 
turned back, there would be a row at Pe- 
king. ‘The proposal to goto Sudya was, 
as Mr. Cooper anticipated, jumped at as a 
compromise. Guards, passports, everything, 
were promised with effusion. But, two days 
Inter, this scheme also was upset by the 
jealousy of the lamas, who scemasnumerons 
and powerful in Thibet, as priests in Rome, 
and who emphatically declared that the 
road, so far as it lay across Thibet, should 
be barred. : 

Eventually, as our readers are aware, Mr. 
Cooper resolved to try to reach Burmah 
by way of Tali and Bhamo ; and succeeded 
in procuring the necessary passports, 

It is needless to dwell on the hardships 
that were suffered by the way. We have 
already, in a former narrative of Mr. 
Cooper’s travels, explained how the pre- 
sence of a strong body, of soldiers at the 
junction of the Lhassa road, proved the 
firm determination of the ‘Thibetans to 
prevent his proposed journey thither, and 
how the hostility of the lamas prevented his, 
obtaining food even along the new route 
which he was following. Married against 
his will, to a Thibetan git] at one place, he 
succeeded in handing her over to an uncle a 
few days journey farther, after she had 
nearly starved in his company. Banditti 
were several times encountered ; but the 
wonderful range of a rifle checked their 
desire to come to close quarters. In fact, 
the travellers were in a very bad way when 
they overtook a tea caravan on the way to 
Atenze, in charge of two officers of the head 

















Bathang Mandarin, who at once called a 
halt, and prepared a thoronghly good meal. 
An incident which occurred the next day, 
so well illustrates the nature of the journey, 
that we quote it at length. 

“We soon came toa regular stand-still 
near the smnmit of the pass. A large hol- 
low, about 100 yards across, full of snow, 
softened by the spring thaw, ‘presented an 
almost impassable barrier ; for, the mo- 
ment either yaks or mules pnt their feet 
on it, they sank up to their bellies, and 
lay, after floundering for afew minutes, 
utterly helpless. High, overhanging clifis 
made it impossible to go round ; the onl; 
pass lay 100 yards in front of us, through 
a cleft in the mountain-ridge. ‘There was 
nothing for it, therefore, but to get through. 
the snow somehow ; so we halted and un- 
Toaded the string of yaks, spread in a mov- 
ing black mass far down the side of the 
mountain. This operation was completed 
ina very short time, soldiers and coolies 
going to work in right good earnest. ‘Then, 
about 100 yaks were driven, pellmell, into 
the snow, with the aid of stones hurled 
from the slings which the drovers carry 
and use with unerring aim and effect on 
the hind-qnartors of the patient yaks, 
which, in the present case, evidently 
thought a quiet seat in the snow preferable 
to the stinging sensation of the stones ; for 
they plunged ‘into it, and those unable to 
proceed quietly Jay ‘down, while others 
walked over them, and lay down in front. 
By this means the whole herd got over; 
and their passage across having trampled 
the snow into a hard mass, they were 
marched back and reloaded ; then the yaks, 
followed by the soldiers and ponies, all got 
safely over, and we surmounted the crest 
of Tsali Sha 

Getting of the slow progress of the 
caravan, Mr. Cooper*toon rode on ahead, 
and his reception at thie next village afford- 
ed so marked a contrast to the treatment 
he had experienced before, that a suspicion 
amounting to certainty almost at once arose, 
that he had been indebted to the influence 
of the Bathang officials for all his previous 
ill-teeatment. Behind the caravan, all had 
been curses and starvation ; now that he 
was ahead, all was hospitality and kindness. 
The guess was a tolerably straight one, 
and subsequent events justified it, 

Henceforward, his difficulties wore with 
the mandarins themselves, and his travel, 
when out of their influence, became plea- 
sant. At Atenze, for instance, when his 
interpreter went to the Yamén to present 
the passports, and report the treatment 
received along the road, he was sent away 
with abuse, and a message that he had 
better go back the way he came. The 
townspeople, howover, were friendly ; the 
landlord of the inn civil and hospitable, 
and, in compahy with some Chinese mer- 
chants who called to see him, Mr. Cooper 
was able to explore the city quietly and 
pleasantly—while a guide whom he had 
engaged to take him on to Lekiang was 
being flogged at the Yamén for having 
relations with the foreigner. ‘The people 
however took the part of the guide, and 
made such a fuss that the mandarin was 
fain to “retreat,” and to specially com- 
mission the guide to do what he had first 
flogged him for consenting to do. 

‘The way now lay among half-wild tribes, 
who, however, treated the traveller kindly, 
and by whose friendship indeed his life was 
eventually saved, at Weisee. The Mahome- 
dan rebellion has very much weakened the 
authority of the Chinese over these people ; 
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they have ceased of late to pay tribute, and 
a threat of joining the Mahomedansat onee 
settles any difterence that may arise with 
the Weisee Mandarin, With La-won-quan, 
the chief of the Mooquor tribe, Mr. Cooper 
seems to have struck up a sineere friend- 
ship, which was an invaluable talisman in 
his subsequent adventures. The district 
ruled over by this chief is rich in gold. He 
was quite aware of the presence of For- 
eigners in Assam, and said he had long 
hoped that merchants would come across 
the frontier to trade, 

‘The next city reached, was Weisce, which 
may be best described in the words of the 
Inndlord of the im to which Mr. Cooper 
hind been recommended by La-won-quan, 

« The town was utterly demoralised ; and 
most of the respectable people had Tong 
Since quitted the place, and the chief 
portion of those remaining were but a com- 
innity of plunderers. ‘The Mandarins had 
for two years received neither their own 
salaries nur the soldiers’ pay, which 
embezzled by the Chen-tu funetio 
charged with the payment of the frontier 
army. The soldiers accordingly had be- 
come banditti, who roamed the country 
under different. chiefs, nominally to mak 
war on the Mahomedans, but really to 
plunder the peaceable inhabitants of the 
Imperial territory ; while both the civil 
and military Mandarins received large sums 
from the bandit chiefs for their emmivance. 
‘This state of things, as may be imagined, 
often led to reprisals on the part of the 
people, who, when denied justice in glaring 
eases of murder committed by the Imperial 
soldiers, armed themselves, and siding 
with the Mahomedans, would take fearful 
revenge. In this manner Weisee had twice 
fallen into the hands .of the Mahomesans, 
who, after pillaging the place, had retired, 
before the united forces of the Ya-tsy and 
Mooquor chiefs, to Li-kiang-foo, their great 
stronghold in North Yunnan.” 

Here Mr. Cooper managed to conciliate 
the Tartar General, who severely prmished 
a lot of his braves who verified the land- 
lord’s report by breaking into the inn 
and sacking his baggage ; and eventually 
gave him a passport to the Mahomedan 
frontier. There was no actual fighting 
going on, and the chances were about even 
that he might or might not get safely

‘TIENTSIN. 

We have had rainy muggy weather now 
for over three weeks, and everything in- 
doors is in a horrible condition : clothes 
and bedding domp and mouldy, writing 
Baper like Blotting paper, doors and wine 

lows refuse to close, boxes and presses 
when opened will not again lock ; a ham 
which had only made one appearance on 
the table, on being called for appeared like 
an unfledged rook ; thermometer this morn- 
ing, 5 a.aL, stood at 87 deurees Fahrenheit 
every one perspiring day and night--in 
short everything wrong, and everyone 
wretchedly incomfortable. ‘The road, if it 
can properly bear that name, up to town 
Knee deep of mud, and all the adjoining 
plain to the British scttlement covered with 
water. A great number of the poor people’s 
houses, built of sun-dried bricks, in town 
and in the suburbs, have tumbled down by 
the heavy rains. ‘Last Sunday it rained, 
thundered, and lightened for over seven 
hours continuously. Country people I 
have spoken to, say the rains have spoilt 
the millet crops ; butfrom my inspection, T 
think if we have, from now on, dry weather, 











they will have received no injury. 1 have 
not seen any carts going towards or coming 
from Taku lately, so judge the road is impas- 
sable. The water in the river is very high 
and, if we were unfortunate enough to have 
a blow from the East, I'should not be the 
least surprised to see the water rise over the 
British Settlement bund, into the houses. 
he Russian Consul-General, Mr. de 
Skattschkoff, left here for Hankow by the 
steamer Shantung, last trip. It would ap- 
pear that the Russian Government, seeing 
the importance of Hankow owing to steam 
ers louding teas there for Russia, have 
determined to place a consular officer 
there of the rank of Consul-General— 
hence the removal of Mr. de Skattschkoff. 
Owing to steamers loading at Hankow for 
Odessa vin the Suez Canal, the quan- 
tity of teas now to come via Tientsin have 
been greatly reduced, and a Vice-Consul 
lias been considered a sufficiently high 
oficial to attend to the requirements of 
the Russian merchants here. All those 
Tientsin residents who had the pleasure of 
knowingMr. deSkattschkoff much regretted 
his departure. 

The arrival of the Japanese Ambassador 
at Tientsin has heen expected for some 
time past, as it was understood last year 
that his Excelleney would appear here in 
the spring of 1871, ‘There isarumour cur- 
rent at present that Maou-chang-hsi and 
Chin; ill come down from Peking to 
aid in making the Japanese treaty. I have, 
however, hitherto understood that the Vice- 
roy, Li-hung-chang, and the Taotai, Yeng- 
poo, had been deputed for the purpose. Itis 
said_ to have been settled that the Viceroy 
shall build a Yamun at a place some 10 fi 
north from the North City Gate. The late 
wet weather has of course been unfavourable 
for the erection of new buildings, as the 
foundations cannot be sunk, from the 
sround being saturated with water. Owing 
to the extensive buildings going on at the 
Arsenal, and the bricks required for the 
Viceroy's Yannin, bricks have risen to 
double the price of former years. 

‘The Russian gunboat” Gornostay has 
swung round preparatory to leaving this 
portfor Newchwang. Our naval protection 
will, after her departure, consist of the two 
formidable men-of-war--the French gun- 
boat Scorpion and the British gunboat 
Leren, 

‘The four Tientsin men who were arrest- 
ed some months back, as being connected 
with the murder uf the Russian residents 
last year, have just been set xt liberty. 
We understand that this step has been 
taken at the instance of the Russian Gov- 
ernnent, after due consideration of the 
events of that time,

The Daily Press learns that the Fatshan 
ple are again showing their hatred of 
Eivtionnaies and. their converts by posting 
up placards calculated to rouse the mob to 
the burnirg and sacking pitch. It will be 
remembered that in September last a 
chapel, which had been put_up entirely at 
the expense of the native Christians, was 
destroyed ; the restoration of this chapel 
was mdertaken by the Canton Authorities, 
not however until after several months 
coaxing and expostulation on the part of 
the English Consul. As the building ap- 
proaches completion, its chance of demol 
tion inereases, amd unless great caution is 
shown on the occasion of the opening, and 
active protection given by the authorities, 
the mab in all probability will have its own 
way, and several months will again be 
wasted in discussing how, when, and where 
reparation is to be made. The building 
costs Ts. 1,800, and the time occupied in 
mutting it up is about six months ; another 
f-year is expended in lamenting the 














loss of the old chapel, and talking over its 
restitution, so that it cost the authorities, 
or more probably the gentry, only Tis. 150 
amonth to keep the Christians without a 
chapel, while for this sum is also thrown in 
all the credit, which our Government is 
too ready to give to the former, of doing 
their utmost to repress the ill-disposed, 
and of making amends when an outrage 
has unfortunately been committed.” 
‘Acorrespondent of the China Mail writes: 
“The ruse attempted by the gentry on 
this oceasion is of the most primitive 
description, and seems little else than a 
poor imitation of the grossly clumsy tale 
upon which was based that characteristic 
business known asthe Massacre of June 21. 
Tt appears another ‘little pill,’ or pastry 
compound of ‘evil spirit powder, ' is being 
secretly circulated by the foreigners, which 
so acts (as alleged) upon women that they 
can only be cured by foreigners ; and thus 
the curative process is embraced as a 
Jorious opportunity by which to flood the 
Ghurch with converts. ‘Then all kinds of 
filthy practices are attributed to the for- 
eiguers, to which only Chinese placards 
can do full justice. Recipes are_given for 
the effectnal cure of these devilish com- 
pounds, supplied it is intimated by a deity 
from the Chinese mythological collection ; 
appeals are made for the heads of foreign- 
ers at the moderate sum of $200 each ; and 
the broad-sheets wind up with a call upon 
all public-spirited citizens to repeat the 
little tragico-comie drama (on the Chapel) 
of last year,. Many of the placards alluded 
to have been torn down and placed in the 
hands of the British Consul at Canton ; and 
itis to be hoped that some of them may find 
their way home, in order that their finer 
sentiments may’ be seen, read, and ap- 
preciated by all who believe strongly in 
hinese primitive simplicity ; for they can- 
not ‘be put in print in any respectable 
journal. The abusive tone of the cit 
rabble is already beginning to show itself 
towards to native Christians belonging to 
the various missions, and portentous men- 
aces and a rude bearing have already 
shown themselves to the one or two foreign 
missionaries who ¥i 
authorities were appealed to at the city, 
when ignorance was pretended and glow- 
ing promises were made to ‘have the mat- 
ter investigated ’ and at once put a stop to. 
Tt is curious to note, in connection with 
the substance of the vile and scandalous 
placards thus posted, that no women meet 
or have for some time met in the Christian 
services conducted in the various meeting- 
houses; and therefore the allegations 
against’ the Christians on that head are 
totally unfounded, as they generally are.”

In consequence of the heavy rains, 
which during the last few days have 
fallen here, a portion of the west wall of 
the city, having become literally souked 
with rain water, suddenly gave way. By 
the fall thereof, seven houses in the im- 
mediate vicinity were almost entirely des- 
troyed. ‘The occupants of these houses hav- 
ing observed that the wall was in avery tot- 
tering state, had wisely sought, ore it was 
too late, more abiding dwelling places, Not 
far distant from the same place a button 
factory, the walls of which had become per- 
meated with rain water, also fell. 

‘A numnery, situated in the Poon-loong- 
lee street of the western suburb of this city, 
in which resided six nuns of the sect Taon, 
was, afew days ago, suppressed in a very 
extraordinary manner. It appears that a 
number of operatives, being desirous to 
establish a fund for the purpose of enabling 
them to do full honour to a Chinese festi- 
val, which was nigh at hand, called upon 
the nuns to whom I refer, fo contribute 
their quota to the fund in question. This 
the devout sisters refused to do. The 
operatives becoming, in consequence, much 
enraged, at once acensed them of heing 
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guilty, day by day, of grossly immoral con- | in obtainii 
ju 


uct, and at the same time called upon the 
elders of the district to give their sanction 
for the immediate removal, by the suppres- 
sion of the nunnery, of what was neither 
more nor less than asink of iniquity. The 
permission of the elders having been ob- 
tained, the doors of the nunnery were 
assailed by men, who, for this purpose, had 
previously armed themselves with sticks 
and stones, Before this force the doors of 
the nunnery soon gave way, and an en- 
trance having been effected, the poor un- 
offending women were, by their ruffianly 
assailants, ignominiously driven from the 
seclusion of their cloister. Upon the pay- 
ment, horever, a fev days subsequently, 
on the part of these pictists-of- three or 
four tacls of silvor to the operatives, who 
had so inconsiderately. intruded upon their 
seclusion, they were permitted to return 
to their desolated home. 
The prefectural Yammun of this city has 
recently been the scene of what nay be 
termed a “town and gown row.” It seems 
that the examination of candidates for the 
degree of So’tsoi, or bachelor of arts, is at 
present being held here. ‘The candidates 
for this literary distinction, upon present- 
ing themselves at the Yamun in question, 
prior to the examination, with the view of 
corse of having their names registered, 
and paying the ‘customary fect, became 
greatly incensed on learying from the pre- 
fectural treasurer, or secretary, that the 
fee required on this occasion’ from each 
student was nine, rather than the usual fee 
of seven candareens. An indignation mect- 
ing was immediately held by these aspirants 
for literary honours, and a resolution, to 
the effect that to this tmnjust exaction on 
the part of the prefectural treasurer or 
secretary a most strenuous opposition 
should be offered, was proposed and carried. 
Ina body, therefore, they returned to the 
Yomun of the, Prefect, and unhesitatingly 
‘stated to the Prefectural treasurer, or secre- 
tary, the conclusion at which they had un- 
aninously arrived. A few angry words 
ensued, and the guilty official, feeling that 
a stragale, was likely to tak plac, sum 
moned to his rescue all the clerks, servants, 
soldiers and policemen, which the Yamun 
contained.

exaction of his unjust dues, should be ex- 
posed in cangues, or wooden collars, at the 
gates of the Yamun, From this i¢ would 
appear that the ‘ gown,” in this instance 
at all events, was most’ assuredly. trium- 
phant. It is said that whilst the fight pre- 
yailed, a number of thieves entered the 
Yamun and: robbed it of many valuable

ADSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 
June 19th.—An edict is issued in conse- 
quence of 2 memorial from Liu-kwén re- 
questing the degradation or dismissal of 
certain incompetent military officers. Liu- 
chang-pei, lieut.-colonel in the Kiukiang 
division, is degraded to major, on account 
of, laziness.  Chang-po-chan, expectant 
major, Yi-chin-hung, expectant lieutenant, 
and Chang-to-pino, in the Fu-chow batta- 
lion, Kiangsi, aro degraded to the ranks, 
for ‘disregard of the rales of the camp. 
Sergeants Hou-tsi-lei and Tsai-chin-kwei 
are degraded on account of indolence in 
drilling their men, — Sergeant Tao-hung- 
yuh is dismissed from the service for in- 
competency. ‘These ofticers are dismissed 
or degraded as a warning to others. The 
rest of the memorial is approved and may 
be put in operation. 
tthe Board of War be informed of the 
above. 

(2) Ying-kwei, viceroy of Fubkien and 
Chekiang, reports that he has, as directed, 
selected an ofticer to fill the’ post of eap- 
tain at the Chekiang sea wall, vacant by 
the death of Ho-kwo-chéng. ‘The person 
chosen is a lieutenant, named Tsai-hsing- 
pang, « native of Hai-ning, Chekiang, who 
has risen step by step from the ranks. 
He has held the post since the retirement 
of the late captain, and has acquitted 
himself very satisfactorily. ‘The only 
difficulty is that it is not three years since 
his last promotion, and therefore he cannot 
be appointed to the office at once ; he might 
however be appointed acting captain mean- 
while, aid when the thtee years are up, 
be ordered to the capital to have an 
audience, and then be confirmed in the 
office. Last year, on account of aslip of 
over a hundred’ feet in the sea wall, 
‘occasioned by an extraordinary rising of the 
tide during a storm, he was deprived of his 
button at the instance of Yang-chang-stin, 
lieut-governor of Chekiang. Having, how- 
ever, amply atoned for any blame which 
might have attached to him on account of 
that mishap, it is hoped his former honours 
will be restored to him, as an incentive to 
future exertion. The viceroy has con- 
sulted the Chekiang lieut.-governor, Yang- 
Chang-siin, who fully concurs in the selec- 
tion made. é

Complainant arrived at 
the spot just before his brother’s death and 
leaned these particulars from him, He 
then reported the murder at the district 
yamén, and a deputy was sent to hold an 
Inquest on the body; bt neither were the 
murderers examined nor any search made 
for the knives with which the murder had 
been committed. Frequent applications 
for a trial having been made to the district 
magistrate without effect, he brought his 
case before the prefect and the criminal 
judge, but both referred him back to the 
magistrate. He then appealed to the lieut.- 
governor, who ordered the prefeet to try 
the case ; but the rascally underlings of the 
yamén managed to keep. back the real mur- 
derer and produced one Li-chang-ni who had 
been bribed to confess tothe murder. Com- 
plainant again appealed to the lieut.-gover- 
nor, who ordered the prefect to re-try the 
case, The prefect deputed the district 
magistrate of Chi to conduct the trial. 
Li-chang-ni then confessed that he was 
falsely personating the murderer, and that 
the dead man’s foot and the knife with 
which the murder was committed, were 
buried beneath the floor of Kwo-chéng- 
yen’s shop. But here the investigation 
ended, and the case was referred back to 
the prefect. The murderer Kwo-chéng-yen. 
is still at large. Complainant thus having 
failed to obtain justice, has come to the 
capital for redres ‘The memorialists con- 
sider that the above ense having, through 
the dilatoriness of the local oftcinls, been 
pending for two years, should be investi- 
gated and the murderers punished, in order 
to prevent crimes and show the sacredness 
of human life. Complainant has appealed 
to the prefect three times, to the criminal 
judge once, and to the lientenant 
twice, but neither of these officials would 
try the case. ‘The memorial is recorded. 
(2) Tsao-pao and his colleagues of the 
censorate, report that Hou-yang-yuh, a 
native of Ting-fan, Kwei-chow, has Inid 
the following plnint before them, ‘My 
brother Hou-yang-ching, a graduate of 
Ting-fan and acting deputy subprefect in 
Hi-nan, was murdered in the 6th moon of 
last year, by Lai-yung-tsan, acting deputy 
subprefect of Lo-hwu, His’ head was sent 
rownd from house to house and his home 
afterwards phindered. Lai-yung-tsan then 
fabricated a story to the effect that my 
brother had been plotting an insurrection, 
My brother’s wife has repeatedly appealed 
to the lieut-governor, the criminal jud 
tnd. the ‘prefect; but Laigung-isan,, by 
employing bribery right and left, has pre- 
vented her obtaining a hearing. Several 
attempts have also been made to get me 
out of the way; nothing therefore is loft 
but to appeal to the Throne.” ‘The me- 
worialists are of opinion that if there is 
any truth in the above statement, a very 
grave offence has been committed, which 
calls for the strictest investigation, The 
complainant has appealed to the prefect six 
times, the criminal judge and lieut.-go- 
yernor four times, and to the literary 
chancellor once, without having’ obtained 
ahearing.

PROPOSED TREATY BETWEEN CMINA AND 
PORTUGAL IN 1802. 

On the 13th of August, 1862, itis Excel- 
lency Isodoro F. Guimarazs, the Governor- 
general of the colony, signed a treaty at 
‘Tientsin, which he had negotiated with the 
Chinese commissioners Hang-ki and Tsung- 
hau, in which its independence from .Chi- 
nese control was established. ‘The treaty 
contains fifty-four articles, but as most of 
them are comereial regulations, similar to 
those in the other treaties, those only are 
quoted which specially relate to Portugal, 
and reference is made to the French and 
English treaties.

AMATION BY THE GOVE! 
MACAO. 


As a rumour has been in circulation in 
the Golony, of establishing a Chinese Cus- 
tom house or Ho-pu, in the Barra Joss- 
house of this City, vith the intention of 
alarming the peaceful inhabitants, his £x- 
cellency the Governor declares that such 
rumour is false and absurd, for such an 
establishment should never be allowed, 
were permission ever asked for. 

The Chinese Government ordered to be 
paid, in the Customs Stations now situated 
in the vicinity of Macao and Hongkong, 
together with the Li-kin tax—or tribute bf 
transit for the expenditure of the province 
of Canton,—the opium duty which ought 
to have been paid in the Maritime Customs 
in the ports of importation. 

‘This exigency, of which the Gayernor of 
the neighbouring Colony did not, 
tice, on account of its heing only'ipplied 
to Chinese subjects, and for its taking place 
in the Chinese territory and waters, did 
not mect with the consent of his Excel- 
leney the Governor, owing to the very near 
proximity of the actual Station; and the 
Chinese iuthorities decided on establishing 
their Maritime Stations farther off the 
waters of this Colony. 

‘His Excellency the Governor made known 
these facts, both by letter by the mail and 
by telegraph, to the Government of his 
Majesty, and will execute strictly what 
shall be determined by the Government of 
Marine aud the Colonies. - 

His Excellency, having confidence in the 
garrison and in ‘the good sense of the in- 
habitants of this City, liopes that the order 
shall not be altered, and in making this 
declaration, he prevents the people from 
heing deceived by false suggestions ; us he 
will punish with the greatest severity those 
who should attempt to disturb the public 
peace and taanquillity.

There is at presenta set of idle vaga- 
bonds or old gossips, who, taking advan- 
tage of sume previous acquaintanceships to 
introduce themselyes into the families of 
people, used plausible words and pleasing 
countenances to communicate that they ha 
a of pills called “The San Sin Fan” 
(Genii Powder) for distribution to people. 
‘That these pills could increase longevity 
and possessed a variety of other qua- 
Tities—too numerous to be fully set forth. 
Many honest people had been duped by 
them into the belief that if they used these 
pills to make their dumplings, with, the 
Iumplings would rise to an extraordinary 
extent, or if they used them as food in any 
other shape, the eflect would be extremely 
beneficial. But after having taken these 
pills, the males would mostly suffer from 
swollen feet, while females would, from 

















unless their constitutions were extremely 
strong, and their systems most firm, or 
unless the family were in the habit of prac- 
tising charity. ‘These might not suffer, and 
the utmost they would get was sickness 
only.

CIVIL SUMMARY COURT.

Judgment Summons. 






Defendant, sworn, stated—I.gave plaintiff 
to promissory notes of $50 each, on one of 
which I paid ‘fs, 25, and the rest he promised 


-to take out in provisions at the Butchery. 
L have no property at present, but have offered 
to pay at the rate of $10 a month. I am 
tenant of the Imperial Hotel under Mrs. Mills. 
Thave no available money. 

Plaintiff believed the defendant must have 
money because the books of the Carlton, which 
plaintiff had been called in to assist.in making 
up, showed that $8,000 had been taken in 11 
months, and the expenses, were not half that. 

His Worship could not make any order 
unless if showed evidence that defen- 
dant really had property. He could examine 
defendant as to what he had done with the 
money. 

In aaaniee to plaintiff defendant said he had 
three rings worth $$ each.

Mr, Evans, for defendants, said he knew 
very little about the anatter, which he had 
ong considered closed. He had received the 
moiiey, recovered by Williams for Swanberg, 
whout he (deft.) did not know, and believed 
that he had authority to do’ so by letter 
signed by. Williams’ and Swanberg, and 
a power of attorney left by Williams which, 
he thought, was in the hands of the Court 
since the previous action. Williams had come 
up from Ningpo, claimed, and recovered the 
money, and defendant's firm had received it 
from the Court, relying chiefly on Williams 
good faith in the transaction. In coming into 
Court he had relied also on-his Worship’s 
notes of the former case to show how it stood. 

His Wonsute, having referred to these, 
said as_a matter of fact Swanberg was the 
plaintiff then, through Williams, and the 
whole ‘case now turned upon the authority 
Williams had and the authority he gave to 
defendant's firm for the transfer of the inoney. 
It would be necessary for Mr. Schmidt to 
‘get Swanberg’s affidavit as to whether he had 

siven power to Williams to collect it, and 
Hetendants. would require to. produce any au- 
thority they had either from Swanberg or 
Williams to receive the amount recovered.

It is hardly to le supposed that such would 
be the case, though there would of course be 
some difficulties at first in arranging its details. 
Tf. however, the matter were carefully ma- 
tured, it might e quite possible uot only to 
put an end to the constant disputes about il- 
revenue cruisers, but to add a consider- 
able sum to the revenue of the Colony at the 
same time. The chief objection to such a step 
is found in the arguments as to the advantage 
of Hongkong being a free port; but as shown

PIRACY IN THE STRAITS. 

The Kim Seny Cheong piracy case, reported 
in our last two issues, has since assumed pro- 
tions of greater importance. We stated on 
turday last that the Pluto was to leave that 
evening to mect H. M.’s steamer Rinaldo at 
the Torch lightship, and proceed thence in 
company to Talangera, snd demand the reads 
tion of the property pirated, and, if possible, 
the pirates.” ‘The Plato joined the Kinetdo on 
Sunday evening at the rendezvous appointed, 
and the two vessels proceeded on to Salen 
gore. The depth of water on the bar of the 
Salengore river being considered to be too low 
toallow of the Rinaldo crossing, that vessel 
sent her boats in tow of the Pluto, and the 
latter anchored at about 3 p.m. inthe river 
‘opposite the principal stockade. On inquiry, 

as found that the Rajah Aoosa, the most 
friendly of the Malay chiefs, andthe eldest 
son of the Sultan of Salengore, and who's 
name was mentioned in our account last 
Saturday, was absent, and it was im- 
possible to induce any’ of the ather chiefs 
there to come on board and arrange in some 
way for the capture of the Chinese pirates of 
the Kim Seng Cheong. After the despatch of 
one or two letters, without eliciting any re- 
plies, it was thought best, under the eircum- 
stances, to quietly land and bring the Rajabs 
Mahidee, Syed Masahor, and Mahmood on 
board. “The crew of the pinnace, therefore, 
under First-Lieutenant Stopford, with Com 
mander Grey, R.N., Private Secretary to his 
Excellency the Adininistrator, and who had 
been sent by Government from Singapore, and 
Mr. Skinner from Penang, landed on the left 
side of the river. The crew in all amounted 
to 25 men, ‘The Janding was found to be 
commanded by a stockade on Bukit Salen- 
fore, a conspicuous landmark nthe Strats 

The party were here met on the steps of the 
stockade by the Rajah Syed Masahor, but 
he refused to goon board the Pluto. Up- 
on the sailors coming up the steps, some pala- 
ver ensued. when all at once’ the Malays were 
seized with a panic and fied inside the stockade. 
Not the least intimidation was used towards 
them and no offer to fire was made, nor to fol- 
low them, it being determined not to have 
recourse to any harsh measures unless as a 
last recourse. This, apparently, had become 
necessary, and Lieutenant Stopford had already 
sent for explicit orders as to whether in case of 
persistent refusal he was to carry the stockade, 
‘when his party’s attention was attracted by 
some firing on the other side or north bank of 
the river, to which the cutter under Lieute- 
nant Maude had gone, in order to find out the 
whereabouts of Ttajah Mahdee. Secing the 
cutter in difficulties, Lieutenant Stopford with- 
drew his men to assist her, but before he could 
reach her, the cutter had gained the Pluto by 
‘the help of another boat, and it was found she 
had been pretty severely “handled by the 
Malays, who would almost appear to have Inid 
wait for the party which had gone on shore 
and attacked them when they returned to the 
boat.—Penany Argus. 









































Lieutenant ‘Maude, after Ianding, had made 
his way to a house of the Rajah at some dis- 
tance inland, where the Rajah had met him 
with friendliness, and accompanied him back 
towards the boats; but, when close to the 
Beach, the Rajah ‘refused to go on boar 
as requested, Lieutenant Maude insisted on 
it, when some communication was passed from 
a Kooboo within a few yards, and suddenly 
and without provocation musket and pistol 
shots were fired. Our men returned the fire 
without loss of time, and at first seemed to 
have frightened the’ Rajah’s retainers but 
after the first scurry, the latter mustered 
in such force that the sailors fought at a 
fearful disadvantage. The Malays were be- 
hind the Kooboo or in the adjacent huts, 
‘and part of our men were engaged in man- 
ning the oars and pushing off the boat. ‘They 
are” said, however, to have left several 
of the Malays on the beach killed, and no 
doubt many more were wounded, for the 
Pluto, which carried an Armstrong field gun 
from the Rinaldo, at once, opened fire on the 
Campong. One of the wounded men claims to 
have shot the Rajah Mahdee, and there aro 
several witnesses that he fell. _Licutenant 
Maude, in command of the cutter, is stated to 
have exhibited the utimost coolness, and stayed 
last on the beach to empty his revolver, On 
her way to the ship, the cutter was fire 
from the stockade, and, by the time 
the Pluto was reached, there were six men 
wounded. ‘The shots’ from the stockade 
also fell pretty sharp round the Pluto, 
Her awnings were perforated in one or two 
places, but no demage was done to her 
Some ‘of the men hit were very serious) 
wounded, and, as by some unaccountable 
neglect of the Singapore authorities, there 
was no surgeor sent on board the Atinaldo, 
Captain ‘Robinson determined. to send. the 
Pluto with the wounded men straight back to 
Penang, and defer his revenge till next mom- 
ing. The result has not yet been heard, but 
the Malays cannot be expected to make much 

stance when the Rinaldo comes within 
firing range. During the affair we have des- 
eribed she was anchored at five miles distance, 
‘The Pluto arrived in Penang yesterday 
morning with signal flying for medical assist- 
ance. Dr. Bennett, of the Royal Artillery in 
the Fort, being the nearest at hand, at once 
went on board and ‘attended to the mon, pend- 
ing the arrival of Dr. Veitch, Assistant Colo- 
nial Surgeon, and as soon as possible the 
‘wounded men were conveyed on stretchers to 
the hospital. —Penany Gazette, 




















SUNSTROKE, 

Those in command of vessels lying in the 
river are cautioned against exposing sailors 
in the rigging, or on the sides of the shij 
during the heat of the day. Much suffering 
and loss of life has been caused at the port 
during former years from carelessness in this 
respect. ‘The morning sun is dangerous in 
Shanghai, during the summer months, and 
should not be encountered before food has 
been taken. White is the colour which most 
ellectually protects from the sun, and should 
de preferred in the body clothes and the head 
coverings. When sun-hats cannot be pro- 
cured, folds of thin white cloth should be used 
to protect the head and neck ; by wetting 
these from time to time, additional coolness 
may be obtained. A wet handkerchief, worn 
beneath the sun-hat in contact with the head, 
is usefal when exposure is long-continued ot 
severe. A sense of fullness in the head, and 
tightness across the chest, wth partial or total 
suppression of perspiration are symptons of 
impending danger, and should warn those 
who experieuce them to desist from active 
exertion, and to seck further protection from 
the sun,’ In the treatment of cases of sun- 
stroke, cold water poured freely over the head, 
chest, and neck, is the remedy most likely to 
rove of service in the frat instance, Should 

jeath, from failure of the heart's action, ap- 
ypending—evidenced by weakness of 
ise, coldness of the: extremities, and 
irregular breathing—stimulants ‘must 
be given, as brandy, wine, etc. ; a mustard 
plaster applied over the region of the heart 
will prove of service in such cases ; the cold 
water donching must be discontinued. Nothing 
more surely predisposes to sunstroke than the 
abuse of alcoholic stimulants, and nothing 
renders the treatment of such cases so hopeless, 
asthe fact that the patient has been indulging 
in these to excess before his seizure.—EDWARD
